Historical Sketch . . . 


of the University of Nebraska 


ROM ITS MEAGER BIRTH on Feb. 15, 1869, the 

University of Nebraska has grown from a small 
three-story building in a “prairie pasture” to a modern 
physical plant valued at more than $40 million. 


More than 80,000 young people have sought 
knowledge in its lecture halls and laboratories. The 
faculty has grown to its present size of aearly 600 and 
its curricula offers a choice of nearly 2,000 courses. 


In the teaching department, the University is com- 
posed of ten colleges and four schools. Present enroll- 
ment averages about 8,000 a semester, and students 
come from all over the world— every state in the 
Union and 44 foreign countries. 


In research, Nebraska is best known for its work in 
the agricultural field, including the development of a 
new variety of wheat, called Pawnee. 


In public-service work, the University’s agricultural 
extension service sponsors yearly some 30,000 farm 
meetings, with a combined attendance for more than 
650,000 persons. Its Extension Division gives instruction 
by correspondence and evening classes to 18,000 per- 
sons a year. 


The University is guided in these efforts by Chancellor 
Clifford M. Hardin, who at 41 is one of the youngest 
land-grant university presidents in the nation. 


Looking to the future of skyrocketing enrollments, 
the University is nearing the completion of a $14 
million building program. Completed just last year was 
the $2 million Residence Halls for Men which houses 
1,000 students. 


Other facts about the University: 


The tax-supported institution carries on its work in 
more than 100 buildings on three campuses— the main 
campus and Agricultural campus, both in Lincoln, and 
the medical campus in Omaha. The downtown Lincoln 
campus alone occupies more than 75 acres. 


The University Libraries have a collection of 550,000 
catalogued volumes, 700,000 bibliographical units, 46,- 
000 maps and aerial photographs, and about one million 
pamphlets and manuscripts. 


In 1953, a study made by “Who's Who” showed that 
the University ranked ninth among all state universities 
in number of alumni in “Who’s Who.” The present edi- 
tion of “Who's Who In Engineering” shows the 
University’s College of Engineering and Architecture 
ranking second of 475 schools in the nation in percent- 
age of alumni regarded as outstanding engineers. 


The University Museum of Natural History is one 
of the finest in the country. It is noted particularly for 
its great hall of elephants, and the skeleton of the 
Lincoln County Mammoth, which stands 14 feet high 
at the shoulders, making it the largest recorded fossil 
elephant in existence. More than 200,000 persons visit 
the Museum annually.

lb sci THE past three years Block “O,” 
Ohio State University’s flash card section, 
has performed its stunts before thousands of foot- 


ball fans at half-time of home games. 


All of the work which goes into making Block 
“O” is done by the students. One thousand wear 
scarlet and white plastic caps and comprise the 
large block located on the west side of the sta- 


dium in Section 13A. 


Directions for seating formations and flashing 
stunt cards are given over walkie-talkies carried 
by students who wear white sweaters with grey 
Block “O” letters. Calling off the stunts in a 


sequence form is the job of the field director. 


Since the reorganization of Block “O,” re- 
markable progress has been made. Today it is 
recognized by colleges and universities across the 
nation for its outstanding contribution to Ohio 


State football.

SCOREBOARDS 


The stadium has three new scoreboards this year. 
Two are located in the former positions at the southeast 
and southwest towers. The third is located at the north 
end under “C” deck. 


ARCHITECTURAL FEATURES 


Eighty-seven concrete and steel arches, each 13 feet 
wide and 56 feet high. Towers at the open and north 
entrance each 100 feet high and 36 feet square. A half 
dome 86 feet, six inches high and 70 feet in diameter. 
Twelve ramps feed 112 aisles. 


REST ROOMS 


‘Men's rest rooms are located at gates 7, 10, 12, 13, 
17, 18, 23 and 24. Women’s rest rooms are located at 
gates 1, 2, 12, 13, 19 and 20. Three rest rooms also 


are located on “B” and “C” decks. The larger but least 
used rest rooms are located on B level at the north or 
closed end of the stadium. 


SERVICE TO PATRONS 


Emergency medical treatment is available in special 
first aid quarters back of Sections 11 and 12 in “B” 
deck. A mobile station also is available on the ground 
at the northwest section of the stadium under “A” 
deck. Pay telephones are located at Sections 5A, 8A, 10A, 
17A, 19A, 20A, 22A and at the southeast corner of the 
stadium. A lost and found department is maintained 
at the Ticket Office until after the game. Losses should 
be reported at this office and articles found should be 
turned in there or to an usher. Address inquiries to the 
Athletic Ticket Office. 


RADIOS AND MOVIE CAMERAS 


Western Conference rules forbid spectators having 
either portable radios or movie cameras in the stands. 
These may be checked at The Ticket Office and claimed 
upon departure from the game. 


PUBLIC ADDRESS ANNOUNCEMENTS 


No announcements are ever made over the Stadium 
public address system except under the gravest cir- 
cumstances, such as serious illness or accident. Kindly 
refrain from requesting this service. Doctors or other 
patrons expecting a call must leave their name and seat 
location at the Ticket Office prior to the game. A 
messenger will bring a notice of the call.

November games begin at 1:30 
p.m. EST. Gates are opened at 12:30 p.m. and 12 noon 
respectively.
